SHOW GOOD PROFIT 


IN BUTTER SALES 


Survey Reveals 25 of 26 


Stores in Louisville Made 
Money on Item 


(Post-Crescent Washington Bureau) 


Washington—That butter is a prof- 


table Item In retail grocery sales Is 
proven by results of a special com- 
modity study just completed by the 
United States Commerce depart- 
ment in Louisville, Ky. 


Twenty-six grocery stores in that 


city were intensively studied and 25 
showed a'net profit on their butter 
rade over the period of the survey. 
The average net profit secured on 
butter amounted to 8.3 per cent of 
net sales. The failure of the twenty- 
sixth store to profit on butter sales 
s attributed by the commerce depart- 
ment to its exceedingly high ratio of 
general expenses amounting to <I9 
per cent of sales of the stores as a 
whole. 


Naturally good management has 


a close relation to the extent of prof- 
ts derived from butter, trade .and the 
percentage of butter profits in dif- 
ferent stores closely paralleled the 
general operating efficiency of the 
various stores. As might also be ex- 
pected, the purchasing power of the 
community In which various stores 
were located greatly affected the vol- 
ume of butter sales. As incomes 
went up, so did purchases of'butter.- 


The average sales value of butter, 


amounting to 41.4 cents,- contrasts 
very favorably with the general av- 
erage for all commodities'of 19 cents. 
Butter also showed a stock turnover 
of 143 times In the year, -which Is 
double that of all perishables as a 
froup and compares with a turn of 
7.5 times for all groceries. Only 0.69 
per cent of total Inventory invest- 
ment was required by butter to pro- 
duce 4.2 per cent -of total sales:

If the proposed bill to open pike 


and pickerel fishing May 1 mt«ts 
with favor in the legislature, here 


Is an outline of a 
good 
week-end 


trip for anglers 
who like a bit of 
work, diversity In 
the fish to be 
caught andrough 
Ing it in connec- 
tion- with 
their 


fishing: Drive up 
through the Me- 
nomlnee reserva- 
tion on Highway, 
55 to any of the 
good spots on the 


Wolf river between Langlada and 
the northern boundary of the In- 
dian's land. You can get in to most 
of these places with your ear. 


If conditions are favorable arid 


you leave home early enough to 
be on the stream by daylight, you 
should be able to catch enough 
trout for a nice "breakfast on the 
shore of the stream. 


After that is over, you can take 


Highway 64 over to where it crosses 
a branch of the Evergreen. There 
you can indulge in further trout 
angling. From there you can con- 
tinue on to White Lake where you 
can get a boat and cast for pickerel. 
These fish are quite plentiful there. 


Or, if you prefer, when you are 


done with breakfast on the Wolf, 
you can take 64 in the opposite di- 
rection until you reach the point 
where it crosses the Oconto. Up- 
stream a distance you will find more 


opportunities for some good trout 
fishing. 


Bass At Boulder 


When through there, you can 


drive over to Boulder Lake for 
some good bass fishing. Perhaps you 
may wish, also, to go on to Berry 
Lake, near Underbill. Bass fishing 
is also good on that' water. There 
are some other lakes taong the way 
that contain northern 
pike 
and 


pickereL Inquiry will bring you di- 
rections to the best places, as well 
as information as to whether the 
fish are biting or not. 


Assuming that -the first day of 


your trip is Saturday, and you are 
camping over night, you can con- 
tinue on to Glle's Lake, where you 
can tr^e B''je?!!!s'for a nice din- 
ner. From there you might wish to 
drive to Lakewood and out to Wau- 
bee Lake. At that point you can 
walk a short distance to the north 
branch of the Oconto and whip that 
stream for trout. It is especially 
good for early season fishing. 


I have made this trip at differ- 


ent times during the past years and 
have always had good fishing of 
some kind. If you are a fly fisher- 
man you can use the feathers to a 
good advantage on the Oconto. But 
for the lakes mentioned I have had 


the best of success using red and 
white plugs for the bass and pike.

of Individual preference. You will 
get fish if you know hotv to iro af- 
ter them in any of the waters men- 
tioned, and the trip is an ideal one 
for a weekend.

The homeless child and the child- 


less home should form some kind of 
alliance helpful to .both. There Is 
nothing so pitiful qs a dreary place 
and a void. The two must meet. 


Choosing the child Is difficult. All 


is difficult All babies are about the 
same as far as looks go except in 
the eyes of their mothers. One can 
tell nothing about a baby except 
that It Is well formed and looks all 
right. That may mean something, it 
may mean something else. How is 
one to know? One cannot know. 


Tliere u nothing certain about 


childhood, any more than there is 
about any other stage of life. The 
only certainty \ve have discovered 
Is that the child will develop some 
good characteristics and some that 
are not so good.

If that history dls 
closes characteristics that your fam 
ily shun, it is Just as well that you 
shun that child and find one whose 
family is in closer accord with your 
own. When you adopt a child you 
adopt Us religion, Its traditions, Its 
social • development; and its complex 
personality.7 If you are one'that can 
bet only on;a sure.thing, never adopi 
a baby. 


After you,have adopted the chllt 


understanding that you have taken 
him for better,', for \worse, unti 
death. Nothing is more' .unfair to a 
child,tfcan to be sent back'to an In 
stitution after having been adopted 
Into a family. That experience leaves 
scars that none is Justified -in inflict 
ing. Consider well' your'bargain and 
then whatever comes hold by it; 


Be prepared for developments that 


trouble you. We instinctively dls 
like any-expression of tastes am 
qualities not our own. It takes affec 
tlonate tolerance to accept some p: 
them without bitter protest. I have 
knor^n foster parents to work them 
selves Into a nervous state unfittec 
them for work because their adopted 
child liked sugar on her vegetables 
and their family-never, never. 


Another crisis occurs very, often 


when an adopted child tells a lie 
or pilfers, or does any of the tin 
pleasant things everybody's children 
always do. Immediately the foster 
parents are up in fright. "Is he go- 
Ing to be a thief?" "Is she going 
to be a liar?" Maybe yes, maybe.no. 
But the same might be said about 
any child some time in its career. 
Why lose one's head In this situa- 
tion and tremble because of what 
you might have brought upon your 
family. Tour own might just at 
well have brought it. Keep calm and 
keep teaching and trusting and hop* 
ing just as every other father and 
mother'do.

Doesn't Try Cases 


"I have heard 'persons say, after 


a defeat in circuit court, that they 
would appeal to the Supreme court 
and have their case tried over 
again." Justice Fowler said. I might 
first say that the Supreme Court 
never tries cases, as the word trial 
is ordinarily understood. The trial of 
a case implies a determination of 
facts by jury or judge. There is nev- 
er a jury in the Supreme court. 
That court does not hear or receive 
testimony. No witnesses are sworn 
before it It does not determine facts, 
either from evidence introduced be- 
fore It or upon the evidence taken 
in the court from which the appeal 
is taken. It is a court for correction 
ot errors only. It merely reviews the 
record of the trial court and deter- 
mines whether any errors occurred 
on the trial below that require a re- 
versal or modification of the judg- 
ment appealed from. If no error oc- 
cured there the judgement is affirm- 
ed and that is the end of the case. 


"Appeals go to the Supreme court 


from the Circuit court, from near- 
ly all county courts and from many 
municipal courts. I have heard a 
party, who was defeated in a state 
court, say he would carry his casa 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. This may not be done except 
there be Involved a question arising 
under constitution or a statute or a 
treaty of the United States. This sel- 
dom occurs. Probably not one in 
'.our or five hundred Is carried from 
:he Supreme court of the state to 
Supreme Court of the United States. 
In 24 years upon the circuit bench, 
only three cases tried by me were 
taken to the Supreme Court of the 
United States."
